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36-year-old woman killed 
in hit-and-run accident

A hit and run accident on Old 27 
north of Frederic in Otsego County, 
claimed the life of 36-year-old Rebecca 
Cooperof Bradford Lake, On Tuesday, 
April 13,at3:10p.m. Crawford County 
deputies came upon the accident just 
overthe Crawford-Otsegocounty line. 
The car driven by Cooper had been hit 
by an oncoming vehicle and driven 
into a third vehicle. Witnesses at the 
scene stated that the vehicle that hit 
Cooper had been out of control and 
driving in the wrong lane, The man 
driving that vehicle had left the scene 
less than one minute before the deputies 
arrived, and had headed toward I-75. 

A vehicle matching that description 


was stopped moments later by other 
deputies searching for an earlier 
reported drunk driver. A downstate 
man was arrested on the spot for 
operating under the influence of liquor. 
It was determined that his vehicle had 
been involved in the hit and run. 

The Michigan State Police took the 
driver into their custody and he is 
currently lodged in the Otsego County 
jail. 


Rebecca Cooper was pronounced 
dead at the scene of the accident. She 
had been employed as a waitress at the 
Hilltop Restaurant in Waters. Her 
body was retumed to her family in 
Tennessee for burial.

Through the 25-year history of the 
Crawford County Jail, there have been 
many times and reasons that our 
inmates have been housed in other 
counties. Several times our current 
18-bed jail has exceeded the legal 
maximum number of allowable 
prisoners. Atother times, due toa lack 
of space, females or juveniles were 
not able to be kept, and had to be 
housed elsewhere. In 1991 Crawford 
County taxpayers spent about $45,000 
to pay outside counties to house our 
jail inmates when they couldn’t be 
kept here. At that time the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners and 
the sheriff decided that the need was 
there to investigate the possibility of 
expanding our own facilities,

State passes property tax reform bill; 
voters have final say at polls June 2

Recentcontroversy, both in Grayling 
and statewide, over school financing 
and skyrocketing property tax 
assessments, has forced long needed 
remedial action by our state legislators. 

In a joint resolution co-sponsored 
by Representative Allen Lowe of 
Grayling, state legislators approved a 
proposed amendment to the Michigan 
Constitution that would cap property 
tax assessments at five percent or the 
rate of annual inflation, whichever is 
less, The controversial assessment 
increases received earlier this spring 
would be rolled back to 199 1-92 levels. 

To make up for the loss of revenue 
from decreased property taxes, the 
proposal would hike the state sales tax 
from four percent to six percent, The 
increase in sales tax revenues would 
be given to local schools. In addition, 
the opcrational millage would be 
reduced to 18 mills for most districts. 
In the Crawford AuSable School 
District, non-voted millage would be 
reduced by 10.35 mills. Local school 
districts could ask voters to approve 
up to nine additional mills if they 
deemed it necessary. The proposal 
would also establish a statewide per- 
pupil funding guarantee of $4,800. 
Crawford AuSable’s current per-pupil 
funding is $3,300, 


Supporters of the proposal contend 
that it finally addresses the problems 
of unfair property taxes, and unfair 
methods of school finance. They tend 
to favor the constitutional guarantee 


that will put increased sales tax 
revenues back into the schools. 
Locally, the proposal will increase 
the per-pupil state guarantee by ten 
percent per year until the maximum is 
reached. Crawford AuSable School 
Superintendant Kent Reynolds favors 


the proposal. He said “It will take our . 


school district about three years to be 
fully implemented at ten percent per 
year. Not only will it help our 
individual taxpayers, it will allow us 
to implement our total strategic plan 
over the next three years.” 

At the CASD board mecting last 
Monday, the school board took action 
to strongly support the proposal. 


Every Crawford County homeowner 
would see a decrease in their property 
taxes, but those savingscould be offset 
by the two percent increase in sales 
tax. Critics of the compromise 
proposal say it’s unfair to renters, who 
will only feel the sales tax increase, 
and that it gives the bulk of the tax 
break to businesses by shifting the tax 
burden back to the average citizen, 

Grayling City Manager Jerry 
Morford expressed his opposition toa 
previous version of the plan. Ina 
letter to State Senator John Pridnia, 
prior to the adoption of the proposal, 
Morford stated, “We believe. that the 
compromise is ill advised and will 
cause tremendous confusion as local 
government assessors attempt to sort 
out the facts and requirements of law 
contained in this convoluted attempt 
topleasceverybody. Weare absolutely

sure that it will be disastrous for local 
taxing units.” Morford pointed out 
thattwo identical houses, sitting beside 
each other, could increase in value at 
a substantially different rate. “If one 
house is sold two or three times over a 
period of time, and the other is not, the 


firghouse could be assessed at three: 


times the value of the second,” he said. 
He added, “I do like the idea of making 
school financing less dependent on 
property taxes.” 

Morford’s views were supported by 
a communication from the Michigan 
Municipal League €MML). The MML 
asked municipal governments to, 
“Stress that the compromise plan 
places a serious burden on your 
community and it results in revenue 
losses by freezing assessmentsin 1994, 
and limiting assessment increases on 
individual parcels.” 


Grayling City Assessor Larry Hunter 
said, “I like what it’s doing for the 
schools. The loss of uniformity in 
assessments is my biggest concern. 
There is nothing in the proposal to 
ever correct inequities in assessments. 
It’s identical to Proposition 13 that’s 
currently in place in California which 
has caused a lot of problems. People 
are actually moving out of California 
because of assessment problems.” 

Crawford County Equalization 
Director Bill Borchers agreed with 
Hunter. “It’s very inequitable, It’li 
look really good in the short term but 
down the line it will look just terrible 
and cause lots of problems.” 

Despite similar objections 
throughout the state, the amendment 
proposal was adopted and will now go 


j before the state voters in a special 


clection on June 2. If passed, the 
proposal will become an amendment 
to the Michigan Constitution.

submission of two architectural 
drawings, the county is nearing a 
decision as to whether a new addition 
that will increase our inmate capacity 
by 31 beds, should be built or not. At 
a recent Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners meeting, County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley was given the 
task of researching the financial aspects 
ofthe projecttodetermine if the county 
could afford such a project, and if so, 
how it could best be paid for. He will 
report back to the commissioneys in 
the near future, 

’ The first of the jail proposals was 
done by the architectural firm of 
George P. Moutsatson of Traverse 
City. The second was submitted by 
Gus Harrison Inc., a correctional 
facilities consultant, and formerly the 
director of the Michigan Deparimeni 
of Corrections. Although there has 
been no formal action to accept either 
plan, the Harrison plan is the clear 
favorite among most county 
employees who are familiar with both. 
Sheriff David Lovely said, “I feel this 
isa much better plan, It will enable us 
to increase the number of inmates 
without adding staff. It wiil be safer 
for department personnel and for 
inmates, There is eye contact, through 
glass, at all times. There are lots of 


better and more secure features and 
everything is electronically and 


manuaily controlled. Harrison’s 
proposal meets all the standards of the 
Deparunent of Corrections.” 


The Harrison proposal includes 
features that are not existent in the 
current jail, including a non-contact 
visitation area, a line-up area, and a 
medical room. “The medical room 
eliminates the risk involved in having 
to take prisoners to the clinic for every 
litile thing. Now we can have them 
treated within the building,” said 
Lovely. 

Treasurer Wakeley likes the 
Harrison proposal for a different 
reason. “Gus Harrison Inc, iscurrently 
working ontwo or three other jails and 
has more experience building jails than 
the other company.” 

Either proposal will cost between 
$1.2 and $1.5 million. The county 
currently has $1 million in a capital 
improvement fund for projects suchas 
this. That money came to the county 
as part of the sale of the former 
Crawford-Otsego Landfill. 

If the decision is made to proceed, 
the company that the commissioners 
choose will submit a cost estimate to 
Sheriff Lovely. He wiil pass it on to 
the treasurer and it will be analyzed by 
both the Crawford County Ways and 
MeansCommittee and by the Crawford 
County Bond Council, Dickinson, 
Wright of Detroit. The bond council 
will then analyze county financial data 
through a process like a credit check. 
Together the bond council, the 
treasurer, and the ways and means 
committee will make a 
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commissioners as to the county’s 
ability to afford the project. If the 
recommendation is favorable, the 
commissioners will then present the 
project to the Crawford County 
Building Authority, who has the final 
word on whether the project will 
proceed. 

According to Treasurer Wakeley, 
“If the county decides to issue bonds, 
and pay them off with tax dollars, then 
there has to be a public vote. If they 
don’t need to use tax money, then 
there doesn’t have to be a vote. That 
is regulated by the Headlee amendment 
to the Michigan Constitution,” 

A public project of this magnitude 
always causes controversy within a 
community. The proposal for a new 
jail addition has caused some concem 
among the citizens of Grayling, It has 
been said that the addition is not really 
needed, and that the county is only 
doing this as a money making venture 
to house inmates from other counties. 

Dennis Long, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, responded, “This jail 
will meet our needs for 20 years, and 
our goal is to do it with no additional 

“millage. Our current jail is getting 
wom out and it costs too much time 
and money to house inmates out of 
county. We need to take advantage of 
the low interest rates now.”

107ist Company exceeds Germany goals; 
157 soldiers expected home Saturday 


The 107 1st Maintenance Company, 
reported Captain Scott Hamlin by 
telephone from Germany on Monday, 
has reached its production objective, 
with three work days remaining, The 
157 members of the unit, based at 
Camp Grayling, are completing a 
three-week annual training period in 
Kaiserslautem, Germany, where they 
rebuilt wuck engines, transmissions, 
and transfer cases, and provided direct 
motor pool support to the 29th Arca 
Support Group, U.S. Army, 

According to the commander, the 


unit’sreputation for high quality, high- 
production mechanical work was 
established in 1990, when the 107 1st 
last performed the duty in Germany, 
The goals sct, and achieved, were 
measured in man-hours worked and in 
units completed, Their performance 
saved the U.S. Government about 
$300,000 that need not be paid to 
German civilians to perform the work, 

In their two weekends off, the 
soldiers were able to arrange travel 
within Europe, including France, 
Belgium, all of Germany, and even 


skiing in the Alps. Being resourceful, 
the commander explained, an 
individual could travel, ski, eat, and 
sleep for a weekend on only $220 
(U.S. dollars). 

Hamlin said the unit members are 
working hard, mecting their goals, 
sightsccing, and enjoying the German 
culture, as many have served there 
before. Moralc is high, and problems 
are few, Rumors of mis-conduct and 
trouble with local police, which CPT 
Hamlin stated have reached him from

THE SCHOOL finance program 
which will appear on the special 
statewide election ballotin Michigan 
in June is heralded in some quarters 
as a long overdue solution to two of 
the state’s most nagging problems. 

In one fell swoop, the voters can 
provide property tax relief, while at 
the same lime provide local schools 
with guaranteed financing ata sound 
level... or so it is claimed, 

The plan would limit annual 
property assessmentincreases to five 
percent or the rate of inflation, 
whichever is lower. That would not 
reduce taxes, but rather limit the size 
ofannual increases. Just this spring, 
for example, local assessors went 
wild in many areas, with whopping 
double-digit assessment increases, 
partly to make up for frozen 
assessments of the last couple of 
years. 

The plan also wei himit the 
amount of taxes to be levied against 
property for school purposes; the 
new limit would be 18 mills, going 
up to 27 mills if local school district 
voters approved. Many districts now 
are in the 35-40 mill range. Thus, 
this definitely would be property tax 
relief. 

* * * 

REPLACING THESE funds in 
school budgets would be revenue 
from the sales tax, which would go 
up 50 percent from four to six cents 
on the dollar. These funds would be 
earmarked by the constitution for 
local schools, as would revenue from 
the state lottery. Presumabiy such 
carmarking would guarantee schools

adequate funding for all time to come

adequate. Then additional financing 
became needed. The sales tax wentup 
to four cents, with the added penny 
earmarked for schools. Need outgrew 
this revenue, too. 

Proceeds from the voter-approved 
state lotlcry were supposed to go to 
schools, too, although not specifically 
earmarked that way. The June vote 
would take care of that oversight. 

But will sales tax and lottery funds

education? It may last longer than the 
original two-cent sales-tax diversion 
amendment; but chances are, it won’t 
last forever.
